Bike 
network 
hits the 
road 


Placement of102 Avenue’s 
bicycle lane in question 


Bike routes are now being 
mapped as one of several 
improvements to infrastruc¬ 
ture demanded during pub¬ 
lic hearings on the future of 
104 Avenue. 

During the early phases 
of meetings to talk about 
the city’s long-term 104 
Avenue Corridor plan, Ed¬ 
montonians asked for better 
bike routes and pedestrian 
friendly areas, but said they 
were needed immediately 
and not in the future.

While the corridor plan is a 
long-term project, the calls 
for improved pedestrian and 
cycling infrastructure are 
being fast-tracked. City of¬ 
ficials said Tuesday work has 
begun to build north-south 
cycling connections in the 
area. 

Planning for a north-south 
121 Street bike connection 
is one example of how the 
city is stepping forward off 
the broader corridor plan. 

“It’s a staged implemen¬ 
tation and it’s veiy oppor¬ 
tunity based,” said Travis 
Pawlyk, senior planner with 
current planning at the city. 
“There’s not a specific bike 
budget for improvements 
yet; it’s trying to find ways 
to achieve an overall net¬ 
work over time.” 

Planners have incorpor¬ 
ated these elements in the 
final draft plan for the 104 
Avenue area, released April 
2. The plan is to be pre¬ 
sented to city council on 
April 21. 

Cyclists are welcoming 
the plans. “It’s a nightmare 
in that area right now,” Con¬ 
rad Norbert with Edmon¬ 
ton Bike Coalition said of 
cycling in the area at the 
moment. “There really is no 
north-south connection com¬ 
fortable enough for people 
on bikes. I’m really happy 
the city is looking into it.”

ing where that lane is to be 
placed. 

Brian Patterson, with Urban 
Systems, says his company has 
suggested the location of the 
bike lane on a future 102 Av¬ 
enue, portions of which will 
eventually include a new LRT 
line, be changed to make it 
smoother for cyclists and 
motorists to coexist. 

Originally the plan called 
for the lanes to be placed be¬ 
tween lanes of car traffic and 
LRT trains. But Patterson has 
told the city it’s a bad idea. 

“There were some safety 


issues that came up with that 
design,” he said, in an inter¬ 
view with Metro. 

Urban Systems officials 
worked with city planners 
to create alternatives to the 
original sketch. Their revised 
plan? Keep the separated cycle 
track on 102 Avenue, but put 
it next to the curb rather than 
between cars and LRT trains. 

“It just created a lot of 


conflicts at intersections and 
wasn’t the most intuitive fa¬ 
cility, so having something 
curbside helps address the con¬ 
flicts,” said Patterson. 

For ACS Express bike mes¬ 
senger Mariah Hoy, 102 Avenue 
is often one of her go-to routes 
when delivering packages. 

She agrees the bike lane 
would work best for commuter 
bikers if it wasn’t getting in 


the way of vehicles. “For (bike) 
commuters, it’s an awesome 
idea. If I was (bike) commut¬ 
ing, I would use it all the time,” 
she said. 

Council gave the bike path 
its approval in late 2014, after 
they decided to spend $8.8 mil¬ 
lion on a protected bike lane 
from 96 Street to 136 Street. 

City officials didn’t want 
to comment on the push to 
revise the plan on Tuesday, as 
they wait until the proposal 
has gone through the public 
for consultation, expected to 
take place by the end of April.

Groat Road reopens 

Three weeks after four bridge 
girders buckled and officials 
closed Groat Road due to 
safety concerns, the major 
traffic artery was reopened 
Tuesday, but the fate of 
the 102 Avenue bridge 


over top remains unknown. 

After bringing in a massive 
crane to correct four bent 
girders over the past few 
weeks, the city re-opened the 
bridge at 5:30 a.m. Tuesday. 

Byron Nicholson, the city's 
director of special projects. 


said it took tremendous effort 
from the bridge contractor, 
Calgary-based Graham Con¬ 
struction, to re-open the road 
as planned. 

"A lot of work was done 
over this last weekend to 
make sure we were able to 


hit April 7," he said at a media 
event Tuesday afternoon. 

The 102 Avenue Bridge 
was originally supposed to 
be closed for 15 months, 
opening in September, but 
the bent girders may now 
delay the opening into next 


year. Nicholson said it's too 
early to know if the gird¬ 
ers can still be used in the 
project, but the city's main 
priority was stabilizing them 
so they could re-open Groat 
Road.

Over the past seven years, Grant 
McCurdy has staffed about 25 
housekeeping and janitorial 
positions with temporary work¬ 
ers from other countries at the 
DoubleTree Hotel in Edmonton. 

While he estimates 90 per 
cent of those workers now have 
Canadian citizenship and still 
work at the hotel, on April 1 
McCurdy and many other Ed¬ 
monton businesspeople lost 
temporary employees, when 
changes to the federal tempor¬ 
ary worker program went into 
effect and up to 16,000 people 
in Alberta were sent to their 
home countries. 

McCurdy has lost three em¬ 
ployees following the changes 
in positions that he said won’t 
be easy to fill. “We’re definitely 
feeling the impact,” he said. “We 
pay the going rate, but it’s not 
a high-paying field, and we’re 
finding local people don’t want

the work. With camps closing 
in the oil patch, we thought 
we’d get a rush of apphcants, 
but it’s not happening.” 

Recruiting people to fill jobs 
is one of the industry’s biggest 
problems, according to Alberta 
Hotel and Lodging Association 
president and CEO Dave Kaiser. 
He said workforce issues are on 
the agenda at the group’s up¬ 
coming convention and town 
hall.

According to an Alberta 
Hotel and Lodging 
Association 2013 Labour 
Market Survey, average 
accommodation wages 
were $14.37 for 
housekeeping room 
attendants, and $11.15 for 
food and beverage 
workers. 

“It’s a permanent problem 
—having to do more with less 
people,” McCurdy said, pointing 
to the resulting move toward 
automated services in many 
hotels, like automated check¬ 
in and choosing your room on 
your cell phone. There are now 
even discounts for choosing 
infrequent housekeeping ser¬ 
vice — eveiy two or three days 
instead of daily. 

“Margins aren’t great in the 
hotel business. We all have to 
look at ways to save labour,” 
McCurdy said. “But it’s a shame 
to lose good workers. We had 
to put people on return flights 
that have been here for several 
years. They have no jobs to go 
home to, but there’s nothing 
we can do.” 

Half of the workers sent 
home worked in low-wage 


service sector jobs and thou¬ 
sands more in the construction 
industry. 

“The change means employ¬ 
ers in the low wage service 
sector will have to pay high¬ 
er wages. Our economy sim¬ 
ply can’t tolerate a two-tiered 


labour market,” said Alberta 
Federation of Labour (AFL) 
president Gil McGowan. 

While some 70,000 tempor¬ 
ary workers are still in Alberta, 
McGowan said the AFL is calling 
for the program to be scrapped 
completely. 


“The changes to the program 
are a significant step in the right 
direction,” McGowan said. 

“We don’t want to see any 
more TFW permits for low-wage 
employers, but the workers who 
are already here should be al¬ 
lowed to stay.”

Edmonton Police and St. 
Albert RCMP are investi¬ 
gating a suspicious death 
after a 25 year-old man 
was shot in the west end 
and dumped along a road 
in northwest St. Albert 
Monday evening. 

Edmonton officers con¬ 
tinue to investigate the 
crime scene at 215 Street 
and 115 Avenue, where 
witnesses reported hear¬ 
ing shots around 9 p.m. 
April 6. 

Shortly after, passersby 
alerted St. Albert RCMP 
of a body left on the road 
near a Northridge apart¬ 
ment complex. 

Homicide detectives are 
interviewing witnesses, 
all said to be cooperative. 
No suspects have been 
identified. 

An autopsy is sched¬ 
uled for Wednesday mor¬ 
ning.

In a room at Edmonton’s Crest- 
wood Community Hall filled 
with party supporters, Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative Lead¬ 
er Jim Prentice announced 
Tuesday he had asked the 
lieutenant governor to dis¬ 
solve the legislature and 
send Albertans to the polls 
on May 5. 

“Our province needs a real¬ 


istic plan for the immediate 
challenges we face and for the 
long term,” Prentice said, be¬ 
fore challenging opposition 
parties for their plans for Al¬ 
berta’s future. 

“Albertans deserve the op¬ 
portunity to compare the direc¬ 
tion we would take this prov¬ 
ince to what others propose.” 

The campaign will play out 
against the backdrop of an Al¬ 
berta economy in flux. 

The collapse in the price of 
oil, the province’s main income 
source, is expected to cause 
a $ 5-billion deficit this year. 

Prentice said the budget his 
party introduced last month 
sets a direction to get the prov¬ 
ince off of the roller-coaster of 
energy revenues.

MLA’s expenses underfire

Quadri racked 
up thousands 
in claims 

A PC MLA in Edmonton is 
under fire after filing a claim 
for $5,000 in expenses related 
to a banquet in celebration of 
his first year in office. 

The claim, filed by Edmon- 
ton-Mill Woods MLA Sohail 
Quadri, contains scant in¬ 
formation other than a final 
price for “banquet services” 
and “audio visual,” and the 
following sentence describ¬ 
ing its purpose: “To provide 
constituency outreach and 
updates, celebrating the first 
anniversary of being elected 
to the Legislature.” 

The invoice from the Palace 
Banquet facility in Edmonton 
doesn’t detail when the event 
was held, but the claim was 
processed during the period 


spanning July to September 
2013. Quadri was elected April 
23, 2012. 

Representatives with the 
Palace reached by Metro said 
the facility was run by a differ¬ 
ent owner during the time in 
question and could not com¬ 
ment. 

But Wildrose Leader Brian 
Jean said such an expense 
claim would never fly in Ot¬ 
tawa — where he served previ¬ 
ously as MP for Fort McMurray- 
Athabasca — and it shouldn’t 
in Alberta either. 

“There’s no budget to throw 
$5,000 banquets — that’s ludi¬ 
crous,” Jean said. “How about 
some accounting too? What 
about telling us who was there, 
why they were there, what 
the purpose was? Let’s have 
an itemized bill — and did he 
actually quote it out and get 
a proper price on who could 
get the best dinner for this, if 
it was indeed eligible under 
Alberta law, which I don’t be-

lieve it should be. 

“I believe this is a total 
waste of taxpayers’ money 
and it should not be allowed,” 
Jean said. 

An analysis of Quadri’s avail¬ 
able claims for the current fis¬ 
cal year reveals he’s expensed 
an additional $9,486.75 relat¬ 


ed to hosting. In the 2013-14 
year, his hosting expenses were 
$8,709.65; in 2012-13 he racked 
up bills totaling $7,286.81. At 
one point, also in 2013, he 
submitted two bills totalling 
$7,500 for two Christmas par¬ 
ties held two days apart. 

But when approached by 
Metro Tuesday, the Edmon¬ 
ton MLA defended his spend¬ 
ing record. 

He said the 2013 event at 
The Palace was non-partisan, 
despite it being partially billed 
as a “celebration” of his elec¬ 
tion. 

“It was strictly for constitu¬ 
ents, as a meet and greet,” 
Quadri said. 

Quadri’s hosting expenses 
appear to higher than those re¬ 
viewed for many other Edmon¬ 
ton MLAs, but he insisted he 
manages tax dollars prudently. 

“I try my best to be as re¬ 
sponsible and keep within the 
budget I have been given,” he

Trial starts 
for suspended 
senator Mike 
Duffy 

Attending a friend’s funeral; 
taking a shopping trip to buy a 
puppy; making sure he was on 
hand for the birth of his grand¬ 
child; 

There was nothing wrong with 
Mike Duffy doing any of those 
things — except for one major 
problem, the crown argued Tues¬ 
day during the opening act of 
the year’s most eagerly await¬ 
ed political legal drama. 

“He bills it back to the 
Senate,” deputy Crown at¬ 
torney Mark Holmes said 
as he kicked off the case 
against Duffy, the television 
personality-tumed-Conserv- 
ative-senator whose disput¬ 
ed expense claims have 
rocked the government. 

The suspended senator, 
who faces 31 counts of 
fraud, breach of trust 
and bribery,

delivered his plea after the court 
clerk read the charges into the 
record. 

“I am not guilty, Your Hon¬ 
our,” Duffy, clad in a 
dark suit adorned 
with a white pock¬ 
et square, told 
Ontario Justice 
Charles Vaillan- 
court in a clear, 
steady voice. 

Over the course 
of 40 minutes, 
Holmes laid out 
why the prosecu¬ 
tion believes Duffy 
is, in fact, guilty 
of defrauding the 
public purse by 
deliberately ma¬ 
nipulating the fi¬ 
nancial policies of 
the Senate in or¬ 
der to charge tax¬ 
payers for person¬ 
al business, or else 
simply hiding his 


activities from Senate scrutiny. 

“There is something more fun¬ 
damental at play and I think it 
can be reduced to two propos¬ 
itions,” Holmes said. “One, you 
can’t steal from your employer; 
and two, you can’t abuse your 
position of authority to unjustly 
enrich yourself.” 

The Crown intends to prove, 
Holmes said, that in a number 
of instances where Duffy filed 
expenses on the grounds he was 
conducting Senate business, he 
was actually on a trip for personal 
reasons. Those travel expenses 
were just one of four different 
chapters of charges laid out by 
the Crown. 

Holmes also laid out the 
Crown’s case with regard to 
$82,000 worth of living expens¬ 
es Duffy filed for a secondary 
residence in the national cap¬ 
ital region, the issue that first 
sparked the Senate scandal back 
in late 2012. 

Duffy declared in Senate paper-

work that his primary residence 
was in Prince Edward Island, the 
province for which he was ap¬ 
pointed to serve by Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper. 

The problem with that, 
Holmes said, is that Duffy didn’t 
really live in P.E.I. — at least not 
by any “common-sense” inter¬ 
pretation of what “primaiy resi¬ 
dence” means. Instead, Duffy 
lived in the same home in Kanata, 
Ont., outside Ottawa, that he and 
his wife had owned for five years 
prior to his appointment. 

Duffy’s lawyer Donald Bayne 
did his best to refute Holmes, 
saying any notion of “common 
sense” has no application when 
it comes to interpreting the Sen¬ 


ate’s mles and statutes—none of 
which his client violated. 

The trial will provide Duffy 
a chance to clear his name, but 
there is more at stake than his 
reputation. While police inves¬ 
tigators have raised questions 
about the former broadcaster’s 
living and travel expense claims 
while he was a sitting senator, the 
credibility of the Conservative 
Party of Canada and some key 
players in the Prime Minister’s 
Office is also likely to be dragged 
into the spotlight. 

At the centre of the bribery al¬ 
legation is Nigel Wright, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s former 
chief of staff. Wright resigned 
after a media report revealed he 
provided a $90,000 cheque used 
to repay the living expenses that 
Duffy had claimed since being 
appointed by Harper. 

However, the Mounties have 
said there was no evidence to 
support criminal charges against 

Wright. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Californians water 
hogs in February 


California’s water board said 
Tuesday that Februaiy was the 
worst month for conservation 
since officials began tracking 
savings efforts nine months ago 
in response to the state’s historic 
drought. 

Figures reported by local water 
departments showed statewide 
reductions of just three per cent 
in Februaiy compared with base¬ 
line numbers, despite following 
the driest January on California 
record. 

The dismal savings come as 
cities brace for mandatoiy water 
restrictions. 

These are “obviously very so¬ 
bering times and ones where 
everyone needs to step up,” said 
Felicia Marcus, chairwoman of 
the State Water Resources Con¬ 
trol Board. 

Conservation varied wide¬ 
ly across the state. The report 


showed water use increasing two 
per cent along the south coast¬ 
line, which includes Los Angeles 
and San Diego. San Francisco Bay 
Area communities, meanwhile, 
cut back by eight per cent. 

The figures support Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s position that voluntary 
water cutbacks haven’t been 
enough as dry conditions worsen. 
Brown signed an order last week 
demanding a 25 per cent drop in 
statewide urban water use com¬ 
pared to 2013, the year before he 
declared a drought emergency. 

The State Water Resources 
Control Board also began dis¬ 
cussing Tuesday how to enforce 
new mandatoiy reductions, fast- 
tracking regulations that will 
likely come up for a vote next 
month. The requirements are 
likely to include cutback targets 
based on how much water city 
residents use. the associated press

YEMEN 

Saudi-led airstrikes 
target military site 


Saudi-led coalition jets bombed 
a military installation in south¬ 
ern Yemen on Tuesday as local 
tribes battled Shiite rebels and 
their allies in the area, seizing a 
makeshift camp and weapons, 
Yemeni military officials said. 

The fighting in southern Ibb 
province came as the UN chil¬ 
dren’s welfare agency warned 
that more than 100,000 people 
have fled their homes in differ¬ 
ent provinces in Yemen seeking 
safety from the violence. Accord¬ 
ing to UNICEF, at least 74 chil¬ 
dren have also been killed since 
the fighting between Yemeni 
rivals intensified and the coali¬ 
tion airstrilce campaign began 
two weeks ago. 

A medical volunteer in the 
Maytam district in Ibb said 
the airstrilce on a Republican 


Guards’ camp wounded at least 
25 troops. The Guards’ unit is 
loyal to ousted President Ali Ab¬ 
dullah Saleh who is allied with 
the Shiite rebels in their power 
grab in Yemen. 

Residents say the camp was 
close to a school. The rebel tele¬ 
vision station, al-Masirah, said 
three children were killed in 
the airstrilce. The medical volun¬ 
teer, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity for fear of reprisals, 
could not confirm the children’s 
deaths. 

About 50 kilometres south 
of the camp, local tribes battled 
with Houthis who had set up a 
makeshift camp in the area, driv¬ 
ing the rebels away and seizing 
their weapons, a local resident 
said, also speaking on condition 
of anonymity, the associated press

Jurors in the federal death- 
penalty trial of Boston Mara¬ 
thon bomber Dzhokhar Tsar- 
naev began deliberations 
Tuesday, a day after both 
prosecutors and his lawyers 
told them Tsarnaev must be 
held accountable for partici¬ 
pating in the terror attack. 

Deliberations in the guilt 
phase began almost two 
years after twin bombs ex¬ 
ploded near the marathon's 
finish line on April 15, 2013, 
killing three people and 
wounding more than 260.

Kansas governor signs 
nation's first abortion ban 

Republican Gov. Sam 
Brownback has signed 
legislation making Kan¬ 
sas the first state to ban a 
common second-trimester 
abortion procedure that 
critics describe as dis¬ 
membering a fetus. 

Brownback signed the 
measure Tuesday. 

The new law, which 
takes effect July 1, bans 
the dilation and evacua¬ 
tion procedure. The law 
redefines the method 
as "dismemberment 
abortion."

Power-plant problem 
causes outages in D.C. 


WHITE HOUSE 

Terrorism not 
suspected 

Problems at a Maryland elec¬ 
trical station caused widespread 
power outages across the na¬ 
tion’s capital Tuesday, affecting 
the White House, the Capitol, 
museums, train stations and 
other sites. 

Many of the outages were 
brief, but some were longer 
and forced evacuations. Offi¬ 
cials said a mechanical failure 
at a transfer station led to the 
outages, and terrorism was not 
suspected. Tens of thousands of 


customers lost power. 

At the White House, the in¬ 
terruption lasted only a few 
seconds before backup gener¬ 
ators kicked in. The complex 
quickly went back onto regular 
power. Electricity in the press 
briefing room dipped around 
lunchtime, briefly darkening 
cubicles and blackening TV 
screens. 

White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest said he was with 
President Barack Obama in the 
Oval Office when the power 
blip occurred, and they didn’t 
notice anything unusual. 

Power also went out at the 
State Department during the 
daily media briefing, forcing 


spokeswoman Marie Harf to fin¬ 
ish her comments in the dark. 

Power in the U.S. Capitol 
building twice shut down brief¬ 
ly, and then came back on by 
way of a generator. 

The mechanical failure oc¬ 
curred shortly before 1 p.m. 
at a transfer station some 56 
kilometres southeast of Wash¬ 
ington in Charles County, Mary¬ 
land, that is controlled by util¬ 
ities serving Washington and 
southern Maryland. Homeland 
security officials in Washington 
and Maryland said there was 
an explosion at the station, al¬ 
though the two utilities, Pepco 
and the Southern Maryland 
Electric Cooperative, could not 


confirm immediately that there 
was a blast or fire. No one was 
injured, the utilities said.

Iran could have the capabil¬ 
ities to build a nuclear bomb 
almost immediately after the 
first 13 years of the emerging 
nuclear deal, President Barack 
Obama acknowledged on Tues¬ 
day. The Republican leader of 
the U.S. House reacted tersely, 
arguing that Obama had just 
confirmed what critics of the 
deal have long feared. 

Under the framework for a 
final deal, Iran would be kept 
at least a year away from a 
bomb for the first decade, 
Obama said, as he pressed 
ahead in his campaign to sell 


the deal to skeptics. Pushing 
back on criticism that the deal 
allows Iran to keep enrich¬ 
ing uranium, Obama told NPR 
News that enrichment isn’t the 
prime concern because Iran 
will be capped for a decade at 
300 kilograms — not enough 
to convert to a stockpile of 
weapons-grade material. 

“What is a more relevant 
fear would be that in Year 13, 
14,15, they have advanced cen¬ 
trifuges that enrich uranium 
fairly rapidly, and at that point, 
the breakout times would have 
shrunk almost down to zero,” 


Obama said. 

Breakout time refers to how 
long it would take to build a 
bomb if Iran decided to pur¬ 
sue one full-bore — in other 
words, how long the rest of 
the world would have to stop 
it. The framework deal expands 
Iran’s breakout time — cur¬ 
rently two to three months 
— to at least a year. 

Yet that constraint would 
stay in place only for 10 years, 
at which point some restric¬ 
tions would start phasing out. 

House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner said Tehran was taking 


the long view and cautioned 
that the Iranian regime could 
exploit the easing of restric¬ 
tions to fulfil its ambitions of 
exporting revolution across 
the globe. 

“It is clear that this ‘deal’ 
is a direct threat to peace and 
security of the region and the 
world,” Boehner said. Consid¬ 
ering Iran’s history of evading 
international inspections, he 
added, “no one should believe 
that the proposed inspection 
and verification are bullet¬ 
proof.”

Former British leader Tony Blair 
waded into Britain’s general 
election campaign Tuesday, 
warning of economic chaos 
should Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s Conservative Party 
win the race. 

Blair, an adept communicator 
known for his ability to cook 
down complicated matters into 
understandable concepts, will 
be seeking to offer that splash 
of charisma that helped him 
win three elections as Labour 
leader. But his entrance into the 
campaign is also a gamble for 
Labour, as his legacy has been 


tainted by his hugely unpopular 
decision to intervene in Iraq. 

Returning to his former con¬ 
stituency in Sedgefield, Blair 
argued that Cameron’s efforts 
to appease the right-wing mem¬ 
bers of his party and to stamp 
out a challenge from the U.K. 
Independence Party by holding 
a referendum on the European 
Union will create job insecurity 
and unpredictability in the Brit¬ 
ish economy. Blair urged voters 
to look at the bigger picture and 
consider the consequences and 
risks such a referendum poses. 

“I believe passionately that 
leaving Europe would leave 
Britain diminished in the world, 
do significant damage to our 
economy and, less obviously 
but just as important to our fu¬ 
ture, would go against the veiy 
qualities that mark us out still 
as a great global nation,” Blair

“Bell will abide by the privacy 
commission’s decision, includ¬ 
ing the opt-in approach,” Bell 
said in an email. “We’re dedi¬ 
cated to protecting customer 
privacy and thank the commis¬ 
sion for clarifying the rules.” 

However, Bell said, the rules 
must apply not only to Can¬ 
adian companies but also to 
international companies oper¬ 
ating in Canada like Facebook 
and Google “to ensure a fair 
and competitive marketplace.” 

Privacy commissioner Daniel 
Therrien urged Bell to review its 
approach after releasing the re¬ 
sults of an investigation spurred 
on by an “unprecedented” 170 
privacy complaints. 

It determined Bell shouldn’t 
assume that customers are con¬ 
senting to have vast amounts 


of their personal information 
tracked and used for targeted 
advertising. 

Bell had agreed to make some 
changes to address privacy con¬ 
cerns, but refused until Tuesday 
to accept a key recommendation 
requiring it to obtain express 
consent from customers. 

Bell has said customers sup¬ 
ported its approach of putting 
the onus on them to opt out of 
the program. However, an ex¬ 
pert hired by the commissioner 
found the survey used by Bell to 
gauge customer views was com¬ 
plex and couldn’t be supported 
scientifically. Yet it also found 
that more than one-third of its 
customers — some two million 
people — were not comfortable 
with Bell’s approach.

Business travellers in 
U.S. shifting to Uber 


Business travellers to the 
United States are bypassing 
the taxi queue with greater 
frequency, choosing instead 
ride-hailing services such as 
Uber Technologies. 

A new report by expense 
management system provider 
Certify shows that 47 per cent 
of the ground transportation 
rides by its users in March were 
through Uber. That’s more than 
tripled from the 14 per cent of 
rides that Uber had just over a 
year ago in January 2014. In a 
few cities, Uber now tops taxi 


rides for business travellers. 

In its home town of San Fran¬ 
cisco, 71 per cent of rides dur¬ 
ing the first quarter were for 
Uber; 29 per cent used taxis. 
Uber accounted for 56 per cent 
of the rides in Dallas. 

In Los Angeles and Washing¬ 
ton D.C., Uber represented 49 
per cent of business travel rides. 
Taxis, limousines and airport 
shuttles still reigned in New 
York, Miami and Chicago where 
they took 79 per cent, 77 per 
cent and 75 per cent of rides.

Canada needs to get ready 
for climate-change refugees

What happens when the most 
crowded places in the world 
are displaced by climate 
change? 

Canada could become a 
refuge for those fleeing their 
homes in search of greener 
pastures. What can we do? Be 
ready for an influx of climate 
refugees. 

The world’s first official 
climate refugee is now mak¬ 
ing his case against depor¬ 
tation from New Zealand 
to his former home on the 
Central Pacific atolls of Kiri¬ 
bati, where climate change is 
wreaking havoc, threatening 
to put the country under¬ 
water. There will be many 
more climate refugees to 
come. 


Jeny Brown, the governor 
of California, ordered a state¬ 
wide 25 per cent reduction 
in water consumption on 
April 1. 

As water levels fall in the 
state for the fourth straight 
year in rivers, streams and 
reservoirs, water becomes 
scarcer for industrial pro¬ 
cesses, farming and drinking 
for California’s population of 
38 million. 

What’s happening in Cali¬ 
fornia reflects the impacts of 
climate change on environ¬ 
ments, economies and soci¬ 
eties around the world. 

Rising sea levels alone are 
projected to displace poten¬ 
tially millions of people. 

The island of Tuvalu is fore¬ 
cast to be swallowed up by 
the South Pacific by the end 
of this centuiy. The Maldives 
and other low-lying archipel¬ 
agos face a similar fate. 

According to a report by 


the Internal Displacement 
Monitoring Centre, natural 
disasters displaced 22 mil¬ 
lion people in 2013 and the 
International Organization for 
Migration estimates 200 mil¬ 
lion will be displaced world¬ 
wide by 2050. The countries 
that will be most affected are 
those that suffer from poverty 
and conflict, according to 
Refugees International. 

Where are their residents 
going to go? Canada may be 
one attractive option. 

Partly because our govern¬ 
ment is better equipped to 
respond to natural disasters, 
and partly because Canada’s 
temperate climate gives 
us a greater buffer against 
extreme temperatures com¬ 
pared to equatorial climes, 
Canada may be hit less 
fiercely than developing 
countries by climate change. 
Last November, the Can¬ 
adian Centre for Policy Al-

ternatives proposed a new 
“climate migrants” immi¬ 
gration class to help Canada 
navigate the coming influx. 

Canadian cities need to 
find ways of becoming dens¬ 
er while maintaining high 
quality of life for residents, 
including water and air qual¬ 
ity, green space and public 
transportation. 

Let’s do Canadians of the 
future a favour and create 
a climate refugee strategy 
now. We must look ahead to 
the big picture rather than 
simply react to each wave 
of refugees climate change 
brings across the border. 

Putting the policies in 
place to become a respon¬ 
sible climate refuge is one 
sea change we need to make.

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It can feel good to 
ridicule, but the 
hurt we cause is real 


Mike Duffy, Kim and Kanye, 
new Daily Show host Trevor 
Noah: We're never short of 
targets for public ridicule. 

I've jeered at Rob Ford on 
Facebook, and I follow his 
parody Twitter account. 

That only makes me hu¬ 
man. And humanly cruel. 

"It feels good, for some 
reason, for too many people, 
to be mean," Tracy Vaillan- 
court tells me. She's a leading 
anti-bullying researcher and 
Canada Research Chair in 
children's mental health and 
violence prevention at the 
University of Ottawa. 

Some anthropologists say 
bullying is biological. Other 
research suggests we rational¬ 
ize our meanness by down¬ 
playing the impact and our 
own role, or that we blame the 
victim or dehumanize them. 

It's a twisted little pleasure 
that seems victimless, but we 
forget that on the other side 
of cruelty there are people like 
Dr. Fredric Brandt. 

The so-called Baron of 
Botox, dermatologist to the 
rich and famous, committed 
suicide in Miami on the week¬ 
end, after reportedly suffering 
from depression. 

Media quickly reported that 
Brandt had been upset by 
Martin Short's flamboyant por¬ 
trayal of a dermatologist on 
the Netflix show Unbreakable 
Kimmy Schmidt — which bore 
resemblance to the uniquely 
featured Brandt. 

His publicist Jacquie 
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Tractenberg told the Miami 
Herald that he did not commit 
suicide because of the show, 
but "the show didn't help. It 
was mean. He felt bullied. It 
was mean-spirited picking 
at the way he looked for no 
reason at all." 

Brandt's face was one of 
his own creations. A New York 
Times profile describes his 
face as so sleekly manufac¬ 
tured it appeared "a mask of 
serene immobility" and so 
pale it had a "lunar aspect." 

His story reminds me of the 
ridicule of Joan Rivers. Except 
while she lived in the spot¬ 
light, he helped other to look 
better under it. He became 
famous incidentally. 

Does that make it OK to 
laugh, literally, at his face? 

Was it okay with Joan Rivers? 

In Monica Lewinsky's recent 
phoenix-like return to the 
public eye, she's underlined 
how the media and public 
diminished her into a power- 
hungry slut. "It was easy to 
forget," she said during her 
TED Talk, "that 'that woman' 
was dimensional, had a soul, 
and was once unbroken." 

"There's this saying: 'Is 
cruelty committed by the 
cruel at heart?' I don't think 
that's the case," Vaillancourt 
told me. 

So it's not that we're bad 
people, but we are behaving 
badly, and, it would seem, 
feeling good doing it. 

Let's just not pretend that 
no one's getting hurt.

The finely 
ground tea is 
finding its way 
into all kinds of 
Western cuisine 

More than a thousand years 
ago, Buddhist monks in Japan 
began a daily ritual of grind¬ 
ing green tea leaves into pow¬ 
der, mixing it into hot water 
with a bamboo whisk, then 
sharing the tea from a sin¬ 
gle cup. 

Today in North America, 
matcha is considerably less 
monastic. The finely ground 
green tea is experiencing a 
North American renaissance, 
with specialty matcha tea 
bars popping up from coast 
to coast and industry giants 
like specialty tea retailer Teav- 
ana adding it to their prod¬ 
uct lineup. Chefs are mixing 
matcha with grains, using it 
in toppings for Bundt cakes, 
and mixing it into cocktails, 
adding a punch of opulent 
green colour along with a 
cool, mellow taste to playful 
culinary combinations. 

Industry leaders hope 
matcha one day will become a 
staple in the American kitch¬ 
en the same way soy sauce 
did after the Second World 
War. They also hope the tea’s 
long and rich culinary history 
doesn’t get dissolved in the 
process. 

“Ideally, people will learn 
how to prepare tea as well, 


not just drink it,” said Kazumi 
Nishiguchi, a director at the 
Chamber of Kyoto Prefecture 
Tea Public Interest Incorpor¬ 
ated Association. “We need 
to export the culture, too. 


And it’s important that it be 
done right.” 

Matcha was first consumed 
during China’s Tsang dynasty 
and later was brought to Japan 
by priests and monks. After a 


bloody war with the Mongols, 
tea ceremonies in China came 
to a halt but continued to 
flourish across the East China 
Sea in Japan. The Japanese 
developed intricate tea cere-

Matcha's evolution 

The uptick in demand for 
matcha is having a spillover 
effect in Japan, where pro¬ 
duction of tencha, the raw 
green leaves that are ground 
into the powder known as 
matcha, has doubled in Kyoto 
prefecture during the last 10 
years, rising from 564 tons 
in 2003 to more than 1,163 
tons in 2013. Though the 
leaves were once picked by 
hand, technology has paved 
the way for mass produc¬ 
tion. Specialized machines 
pluck the top leaves from tea 
shrubs and remove the veins 
and stems before the rem¬ 
nants are ground with granite 
stone and sealed in tin cans. 



monies combining prayer and 
meditation and perfected the 
process for making matcha: 
Tea plants were covered with 
a shade cloth two to four 
weeks before harvest, when 
the leaves contain the most 
chlorophyll and nutrients, 
then plucked. Monks praised 
matcha for its calming effect. 

Now more is known about 
the science behind matcha. 
Growing tea leaves in the 
shade boosts their amino 
acids, and because the en¬ 
tire leaf is consumed, matcha 
also contains about 10 times 
as many antioxidants as regu¬ 
larly brewed green tea. It also 
gives an energy kick, but with 
less caffeine than coffee. 

Matcha likely first entered 


the North American market 
through Japanese grocery 
stores in cities like Los An¬ 
geles, which has one of the 
largest Japanese populations 
outside Japan. 

Some of the biggest matcha 
producers are reporting big 
U.S. sales growth.

It’s been a year of firsts for To¬ 
ronto duo Whitehorse. Not only 
did Luke Doucet and Melissa 
McClelland recruit outside pro¬ 
ducers for the first time on their 
new album, Leave No Bridge Un- 
bumed, but a recent run of U.S. 
shows also marked the inaugural 
tour for the husband-and-wife 
roots rockers’ eight-month-old 
baby, Jimmy. 

So how’s it shaping up com¬ 
pared to previous tours? 

“Less sleep,” said McClelland 
with a laugh on the phone en 
route from Seattle to Vancou¬ 
ver, where the band had a few 
days off before launching their 
Canadian dates on Wednesday. 

The pair are veterans of the 
road, both from their time as 
solo acts (they met when Doucet 
worked as a producer on Mc¬ 
Clelland’s 2004 album Stranded 
in Suburbia) and after forming 
Whitehorse in 2010. The band’s 
live shows are a showcase for 
Doucet and McClelland’s un¬ 
deniable chemistiy, as moments 
shift from the intimacy of the 
two singing into a single micro¬ 
phone with just two guitars to a 
fluny of movement on the stage. 


“It’s just the two of us — we 
use a looping pedal and about a 
million instruments that we’re 
jumping around, switching up 
guitars, and Luke’s on drum ldt,” 
says McClelland. “The songs from 
the record, we really have to kind 
of re-imagine them, so we’re al¬ 
ways surprised by which songs 
we end up loving playing live.” 

For Whitehorse’s second LP, 
they brought in producer Gus 
Van Go—whom Doucet met at 
the 2013 Polaris awards — and 
his partner Werner F. 

McClelland says the way the 
producers approached the re¬ 
cording of the drums laid the 
groundwork for the sound of 
Leave No Bridge Unbumed. 


“(They) really had specific ar¬ 
rangements and parts in mind. 
The first couple of days in studio 
were intense because they were 
working really, really hard to 
get exactly what they wanted,” 
she said. “And then to our relief, 
after that they took a different 
approach with our vocals and 
guitar parts—they wanted those 
things to be loose and easy and 
inspired. So I think because they 
took so much time on the drums, 
it just immediately created this 
kind of big sound on the record. 
And it was really exciting for us 
to hear and I think it got some 
good performances out of us for 
vocals and guitars.” 

The result is an album that 
plays on themes of the urban- 


suburban divide and adventur¬ 
ous love, from the propulsive Bo 
Diddley beat of hit radio single 
Downtown to the western twang- 
meets-’60s blues vibe of Sweet 
Disaster. 

“We’ve been told that our re¬ 
cord is almost like a map, that 
you’re kind of travelling through 
these different places,” said Mc¬ 
Clelland. 

“We’re so transient. We’re al¬ 
ways in a place no more than 24 
hours before we’re moving on 
to the next place — we spend a 
lot of time in rural areas and big 
cities and small towns, and it’s 
really interesting to see the dif¬ 
ferences between those places, 
and the similarities. And it’s fun 


to imagine stories and characters 
and have those places exist in 
our minds.” 

With the latest tour even 
more of a family affair than 
usual — Doucet’s 18-year-old 
daughter Chloe is helping out 
with baby Jimmy — it’s open¬ 
ing a new chapter of stories for 
the band. 

“I find it almost makes us ap¬ 
preciate the road a little more,” 
McClelland says. “We’re really 
engaging in our surroundings. 
When we get to a city, we’re 
not just vegging out in the hotel 
room—we’re actually going for 
walks and checking things out, 
saying hello to people. I’ve really 
been enjoying seeing the road 
through Jimmy’s eyes.”

While it isn’t the most stylish 
in the midsize-sedan market, 
the Chevrolet Malibu may 
surprise you with a far bet¬ 
ter driving performance than 
you might expect. 

An all-new, next-gener¬ 
ation version will be com¬ 
ing out for 2016, but I was 
impressed overall with my 
2015 tester. 

Two engines are available, 
starting with a 2.5-litre four- 
cylinder that’s standard in all 
trim levels. 

You can also opt for a 
turbocharged 2.0-litre four- 
cylinder engine in the two 
upper trim levels, which is 
how my top-line LTZ tester 
was equipped. Mine was also 
further optioned with in-dash 
navigation. 

The differences in the two 
engines aren’t just in their 
horsepower, but also in a 
start-stop system that’s in¬ 
cluded with the 2.5-litre — 
but not the turbo engine. 

This technology shuts off 
the engine at idle, such as 
when you’re stopped at a 
light, to save fuel and cut 
down on emissions. 


The lights, climate control 
and other features continue 
to operate, and the engine 
automatically restarts in¬ 
stantly once you take your 
foot off the brake. 

The 2.0-litre turbo is 
quick, strong and smooth, 
and mated exclusively to a 
six-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. 

The Malibu also handles 
well, with just the right 
weight to the steering 
and a nimble but confident 
feel. 

It’s a good everyday com¬ 
muter car, but it’s also fun 
to drive if you get the chance 
to push it a little. 

That said, the small exter¬ 
ior mirrors don’t give you 
the best visibility, nor does 
the sharply raked rear win¬ 
dow that doesn’t provide 
for much of a view out the 
back. 

The handsome interior 
uses GM’s “twin-coclcpit” 
design, and features simple 
controls. 

There are some small cub¬ 
bies in the centre console, 
but for more secure storage, 
the centre touch screen flips 
up to reveal a hidden com¬ 
partment. 

Rear-seat passengers enjoy 
a great deal of legroom, 
and while you’ll have to 
reach over that tall bumper 
to stow cargo, the trunk is 
huge. 

The styling is ho-hum, but 
look below the skin: If you 
haven’t considered the Mal¬ 
ibu in this segment, take it 
for a test drive.

Lincoln has made two moves 
of late, garnering lots of not- 
quite positive social and regu¬ 
lar media coverage. 

The net result, however, 
has been totally positive for 
Lincoln. 

Sales are up. More people 
are talking about Lincoln, 
yours truly included. 

Of course one of those 
moves was getting Mathew 
McConaughey to star in its 
commercials. 

These commercials are par¬ 
odied so much, it has become 
a new and distinct comed¬ 
ic art form, to be practised 
and studied by generations 
to come.

Dickey is not sure what advan¬ 
tage Norris will have against 
the Yankees on Thursday, but 
he sees it as a real thing with 
the relievers that follow him in 
the same game. 

“I’m not sure what the data 
points to, but I will say that the 
people who come in after me in 
the course of a game have an 
advantage,” Dickey said. “But 
Daniel Norris will have suc¬ 
cess because he’s a good 
pitcher, not because he’s 
following me. If it helps 
him, great. I think we 
have a nice variety to 
throw at a club over 
a series. You’ve got a 
knuckleballer, you’ve got 
a hard-throwing lefty, you’ve got 
Sanchez, (Buehrle and Hutchi¬ 
son). You show a lot of different 
looks and that can be helpful.”
